Cleveland, Ohio, Dec. 15.—A gen­ 
eral increase of practically 25 per 
cent in their '/a ge scale, to lake ef­

A. L. Faulkner, president of the 
union, said today that the members

The new scale was an­ 
nounced today at the close of a five 
day s’ -session of the national scale 
committee of the Union.

Foraker, who is pushing the bill 'for 
the reinstatement in the army of the 
negro troops discharged by President j 
Roosevelt for participation 
in 
the 
Brownsville riot, beiieves 
that 
the 
measure will be passed at an early 
dat?. 
It will be recalled that the village 
of BrownsviUe, Texas, was “shot up” 
on the night of August 14. 1906. 
Re­ 
sponsibility vor the atfray was at once 
charged to the colored soldiers oi the 
Twenty-third infantry, who w’ere sta­ 
tioned at Fort Brown, adjoining the 
village. 
An investigaiion bv the officers of 
the war department failed to connect 
any particular soldier 
or 
soldiers 
with the shooting. It was then charg­ 
ed that the soldiers of Companies 
B C and D had “entered into a con­ 
spiracy of s’lcnce” to protect their 
guilty comrades. 
Accordingly an or­ 
der was issued by the president dis­ 
missing all the soldiers of these three 
coifipanies from the service, “ with­ 
out honor.” 
The debates in the senate were di­ 
rected mainly to a discussion 'vf the 
president’s power in 
making 
this 
wholesale dismissal. There wis some 
discussion, of course, as to whether 
the soldiers were or were not guilty 
of the shooting, and it was in cne of 
these cross-fires that Senators Spoon-j 
'

controversy on the race question. 
Late in January, 1907, a resolution 
was adopted directing the committee 
on military affairs to make an in­ 
vestigation into the facts connected 
with the shooting.

that the shooting was the w'ork of
